est fires with anguish because of de- 


struction of timber, recreational values, 
buildings, food and shelter for game, 


and life by widespread wildfires that 
recur with each dry season. Ata recent 


Natural Science meeting, Dr, Harold R, 
_ Biswell of the University of Califomia _ 
Forestry Department aroused much interest 
by giving evidence that natural Calif-— 


ornia landscape: forest, chaparral, and 
erassland were originally subjected-- 


and adapted--to frequent burning. The 


annual rings of a tree show thestars of 
One forest plot of 
75 acres showed scars of no less than 

221 fires between 151 and 1912 °4.D., 


an average of fire every two years. 

Dr. Biswell pointed out that destructive 

- wildfire is often the sequel to human 
“prevention of natural burning. Fire 

prevention accumulates combustible litter 
and thick brush which gives destructive 

energy to fire when it eventually comes. 


A reasonable way of removing dangerous 
dombustible litter is by "prescribed" 


burning. Used routinely in the pine 


forests of the Southeastern states, pre- 
scribed burning has appeared equally 
applicable to California conditions in 


i four years of field trials. Here is 
chow it’s done. 


The day is chosen a few Ne after a 
soaking rain sufficient to wet the duff 
Surface 
litter is then dry enough to burn, but 


wet duff underneath is protected. With 
wind sufficiently light, fire is started 
at the top of a ridge and led downhill 
ae under easy control, 
i oon consumed logs and brush are collected 
‘and burned in piles. The fire is direc- 
_ ted away from stands of young trees, un- 
less they are unwanted firs and incense 


Later, larger un- 


cedars which come up readily in the shade 
of the brush. 


The main advantage resulting from regu- 


lar prescribed burning is reduction of 


wildfire hazard. Removal of excess com— 


_ bustible trash and easy access for fire- 


fighting equipment produce this result. 
The sites of the brush bonfires provide . 


excellent conditions for germination of 
new pine seedlings, (sugar and yellow). 


These patches not only expose mineral soil 
for the seedbed bit supply an extra heavy 


concentration of available nitrogen. Soil 


erosion which usually follows wildfire 


is fiednd ced. by prescribed Sumi, since 
the latter preserves a layer of duff. 


- A field day, on which most of these 


features will be shown and discussed, is 
planned by the Forestry Department for 
about the first week in April, to be held 
in Lake County. The demonstration is 
open to qualified persons. Dr. Biswell, 
AShberry 3-6000, extension 765, should 
be consulted for further details. -.
